The solicitude with which the few 


but exceedingly bitter critics of the

To provide a super tax on incomes to 


meet the cost of naval construction 
and |for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives 
of 
the 


United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That a super tax of five 
per cent, be and is hereby laid on all 
incomes, however derived, of twenty 
thousand dollars or over, for the pur- 
pose of meeting any obligation the 
government of the United States has 
incurred or hereafter may incur by 
reason of naval construction, said 
super tax to be assessed and collected 
in the same mann,er and under the 
same regulations as the tax on in- 
comes provided for in the Act of Oc- 
tober 3, 1913, entitled "An Act to 
reduce tariff duties and to provide 
revenue for the government and for 
other purposes": Provided, That any 
moneys derived from ttie super tax 
on incomes of twenty thousand dol- 
lars or over ^in excess of require- 
ments for naval construction author- 
ized or to be authorized shall become 
available for other expenditures hi 
support of the naval establishment:

the naval' establishment should be 
limited in size only by the patriotism 
of "our" millionaires. 
They are their 


real big navy boomers and they" 
ought to be given a fair chance to 
pay for what they so ardently de- 
mand. We"do not hesitate tq/draft 
men from the factory and farm when 
any fighting needs to be done. 
Our 


millionaires rarely do any fighting. 
Their patriotism takes the form usu- 
ally loaning money at high rates to 
the government in times of deadly 
peril. The poor men do the fighting. 
It is they who brave the leaden hail 
and the hardly less fearful ordeals 
of the camp in times of war. 


"I am offering our millionaires the 


first real chance they have ever had 
in this country to show the .genuine- 
ness of their patriotism. They should 
seize it with joy and should, exert 
their tremendous influence in favor 
of my bill. According to my calcula- 
tions, this bill will raise a total 
revenue of $143,581,250, a little less 
than the estimates of Mr. Underwood 
and Mr. Simmons of the amount re- 
quired for the naval establishment 
for the fiscal year 1914. AS far as I 
can make out, the great body of the 
people are not suffering for a big 
navy.

culosis, extreme emaciation and nod 
ules being present. 


Victim eats heartily at first, then 


loses appetite, ruffles plumage, drops 
wings, stands solitary, has intense 
thirst for cold water, straddles legs, 
voids frequent scanty, yellow, bloody 
feces and wastes away to death. 


The surest way to diagnose is to ex 


amine excrement for segments and 
eggs with a microscpe and to sht open 
the whole digestive tract in water, 
where the worms will be found hang- 
ing head down. 


Excrement should be destroyed and 


houses and runs thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected.

The twelve stones of Gilgal suggest 
risen with Christ, all reproach rollec 
away (v, 0). The ark of the covenant 
was the most remarkable t3rpe of Christ 
in the whole tabernacle, although every 
whit of it spoke of Him. What could 
be more susge&tive of all safety de- 
pending upon Christ than the ark' upon 
the shoulders of the priests in the 
midst of Jordan until everything was 
finished and all the people were clean 
passed over' (iv. 10, 11.) 


The priests who bore the ark had to 


step into the water before the waters 
stood up upon a heap on the one side 
and ran off to the Dead sea on the oth- 
er (verses 15-17). This must have been 
a trial of their faith, unlike the divid- 
ing of the Red sea, which seems to 
have divided before the people came 
actually to it. 


As we go in life's journey our faith 


should be ever increasing, but He al- 
ways deals with ub as we are able, 
though longing ofttlmes that we might 
have greater faith and grieved by our 
little faith, as He often was with His 
disciples (Matt. \ i. 30; viii. 2G; xiv, 31; 
xvi, S). while the only two who pleased 
Him by great faith were the Roman 
centurion and the woman of Tyre and 
Ridon. both gentiles.

What causes a white frost? 
Why \» 


there no frost on a cloudy or windy 
night, even though it is cold enough? 
Why does frost hit 4ow ground and not 
high ground? 


A white frofet is frozen dew or vapor. 


During the day the surface of th« 
earth and vegetation are warmed by 
the sun, and when tbe sun sets they 
begin to cool off, and the moisture in 
the atmosphere is condensed and de- 
posited on tbe cool sm-faces. In warm 
weather the deposit is dew, but in 
cold weather it is frozen and becomes 
frost. 
A frost can only occur when 


the surface temperature falls below 
32 degrees, tbe freezing point of wa- 
ter^ If the temperature be between 32 
and 28 degrees it is a light frost; if be- 
iow 2S it is a heavy or killing frost. 
Clouds impede tbe radiation of heat 
from the earth, tueieby preventing 
it from cooling to the frost point, 
and. an Enveloping fog or smoke may 
do tbe same thing 
Frost may occur 


in tiie open country when a town, pro- 
tected by a smoke cloud, is free from 
it, and in a valley frost sometimes 
occurs at tbe bottom because tho layer 
of air cooled by contact with the cold 
surface of tbe bighei gionnd is be.ivier 
and settles down 
Wind will prevent 


frost by keeping tbe air in motion and 
thus preventing tiie deposit of mois- 
ture
